Art Facility Is Replaced 
For Applied Arts Division 

Art facilities which were destroyed by fire last 
year were replaced for art students this year. In 
early May students were able to move their utensils 
and art work from temporary facilities in Lewis Field 
to the recently completed art annex near the green- 
house. Products of artists in the department were dis- 
played at the student and faculty art shows in the 
spring. 

On the industrial arts side of Davis Hall, students 
planned from September to April for the highlight 
event of the year, the Industrial Arts Fair. Exhibits 
from high school industrial artists in the area were 
on display during the fair. FHS students judged the 
entries which ranged from cutting boards to com- 
plete dining room sets and television-stereo combina- 
tions. 

Home Economics, the third department in the divi- 
sion of applied arts, also catered to high school stu- 
dents at its annual Home Economics Day which was 
comprised of demonstrations and conferences. 
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Home economics students train for teaching positions, 
extension workers or homemakers.

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New Methods Sought 
For Biological Study 

Repeating its theme of modernization, the 
division of biological science strove this 
year to meet growing enrollments and in- 
creasing knowledge of the world. 

Because of expanding enrollment in bio- 
logy classes, the faculty has been en- 
couraged to evaluate the possibility of 
audio-tutorial laboratories as a teaching 
method. 

Change has also been noticed in the 
agriculture curriculum which is being moder- 
nized to meet growing demands of the pro- 
gram. 

Research conducted within the division 
this year resulted in the publication of eight 
scientific articles. This makes a total of 196 
papers published by the division in the last 
5 1 years.

Honor Fraternities Sponsor 
Econ and Business Week 


Highlight of the year for students in the division 
of economics and business is the annual "Econ and 
Business Week" in May, which is planned and sponsored 
by Alpha Kappa Psi, Pi Omega Pi and Phi Beta Lambda. 
One feature is an honor banquet at which all students 
who have received honors in the division during the year 
are recognized. Representatives from business areas 
are available for conferences and interviews through 
the week. 

Several seminars and speakers, including a repre- 
sentative from the AFL-CIO and from the Federal 
Reserve System, were sponsored by the division. 

Six accounting majors participating in the internship 
program worked for six weeks with a CPA firm.

Newly Acquired Equipment 
Enriches Division’s Classes 

Key developments in the division of education, philosophy 
and psychology have been expansions through new pro- 
grams and projects along with the addition of new equip- 
ment. 

VTR, video-tape recording equipment and the drivacator 
are probably the most outstanding pieces of equipment 
that have been added. Fort Hays State is the first campus 
in Kansas to boast the drivacator as an on-campus teaching 
aid. Other equipment such as the overhead projectors, wire- 
less microphones, walkie-talkies and the Edex system are 
included in the move toward computerized presentation 
of classes in this division along with the whole campus. 

Specialized education has been enhanced through the 
continued development of the Hays Day Care Center for 
Exceptional Children and the opening of the H. B. Reed 
Center, as well as by the designation of five students for 
senior-year traineeships in the field of special education.

Physical Fitness Fostered 
By Faculty in Physical Ed. 

Physical education majors, as well as students in other 
academic fields, can benefit from the opportunity to 
participate in sports and develop physical and mental 
skills. Both men and women students are encouraged to 
participate in intramural sports programs or in one of 
the nine varsity sports. 

As a result of recent stress on youth and adult physi- 
cal fitness, the demand for professional people in the 
field of Health, Physical Education and Recreation has 
increased. This year, for the first time, the health edu- 
cation staff was reinforced with a full-time athletic 
trainer, Ralph Johnson. His concerns are the care and 
prevention of athletic injuries in varsity sports and the 
rehabilitation of injured students in order that they may 
eventually return to athletic competition. 

With architects working on details, a new H.P.E.R. 
complex is presently in the preliminary planning stage.

New Literature Program 
Goes on Trial in the Fall 

One of the largest divisions on campus, the divi- 
sion of language, literature and speech, prepares stu- 
dents to communicate effectively through speaking 
and writing either in English or in any of five foreign 
languages. 

Announcement was made this year of a new intro- 
duction to literature course which will be employed 
on an experimental basis next fall. Students will be 
allowed to choose their own methods of achieving 
the goals of the course as there will be no regular 
class meetings. Study aids will be provided by the 
teaching staff with taped lectures, prepared essays, 
films, discussion groups and group tutorials available 
to the students. 

Newly developed in the language department is 
the masters degree program in Spanish.

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Forsyth Library Boasts 
Additional Study Space 

With the opening of the new Forsyth Library dur- 
ing the summer of 1967, students now have readily 
available an excellent study and reference center. 
The library has a more than 300,000-item capacity 
and is a depository for U.S. and Kansas documents. 
Over 300 individual study carrels are included in 
the total seating capacity which exceeds 1 ,000. 

Among the items on file in the microfilm lab at 
Forsyth are a complete run of the New York Times, 
history and news concerning the Fort, magazines and 
the Hays papers. 

Although FHS does not grant a degree in library 
science, several courses are offered and students can 
complete up to 20 hours in the division. Growth in 
class enrollments is seen as a result of increased in- 
terest in the need for librarians in all levels of school- 
ing and public facilities. 

Extensive remodeling is in store for the old library 
which provided limited classroom space during the 
1967-68 school year. With the museum retaining its 
position on the first floor of the building, the re- 
modeling on the other two floors would open 1 2 class- 
rooms, 25 faculty offices and two secretarial stations.

Accreditation for Program

One of the largest gifts ever given to Fort Hays State 
will provide the college's first endowed faculty chair and 
clear the barriers for national accreditation of the nursing 
program. Estimated at more than $400,000, the bequest is 
from the estate of Floyd J. Wagner, a railroad official from 
Pratt. 

After receiving their caps at a ceremony in February, 
sophomore nursing students began their student nursing 
program in the two Hays hospitals. This year the student 
nurses used the facilities of St. Anthony Hospital as well as 
Hadley Memorial Hospital. 

Senior nursing students train in specialized fields of nurs- 
ing during their affiliations in Topeka and Chicago hos- 
pitals. In charge of the students in obstetrical and pediatric 
nursing at the University of Chicago Hospital is Mary Ed- 
walds, instructor in nurse education. Psychiatric nursing is 
studied in Topeka.

Student enrollment, graduate as well as under- 
graduate, has increased in the entire physical science 
division with especially high increases in the field of 
geology.

Responsible for the first documents library 
on campus in 1936, Dr. W. D. Moreland, 
chairman of the division of social sciences, 
has maintained an active interest in its de- 
velopment throughout the years. 

Included in the division of social science are 
history, political science and sociology. Facul- 
ty offices and classes in these areas of study 
are located in two buildings, Picken Hall and 
Sheridan Coliseum. 

Two faculty members in this division were 
selected as professors of the month and one 
was nominated for outstanding faculty woman 
of the year. 

After more than 30 years in various teach- 
ing positions at Fort Hays State, Dr. More- 
land will retire at the end of the 1968-69 ac- 
ademic year.

Special Study Program 


Students can work individually or in pairs or with the aid of 
a professor as they study the varied fields offered in the 
curriculum of the honors program. 


Besides her duties in the English department, Dr. Verna Parish, 
professor of English, heads the honors division. 


Natural science field trips are major sources of information 
for students participating in honors. 


Presented by a selected faculty for students of 
outstanding intellectual ability, the Honors Program 
is a special curriculum offering colloquia and sem- 
inars. 

Such study is designed to develop interpersonal 
relations and understanding and skill in coping with 
a wide variety of problem situations in small groups. 

Begun in 1963, the program is becoming more 
stable and is increasing in enrollment. In order to 
graduate from the division, a student must complete 
24 semester hours of work which take the place of 
the basic studies requirements. Entry into the pro- 
gram is by invitation based on intellectual achieve- 
ment. 

Provisions for adjustment are made if a student 
enters the program after his first semester or leaves 
it prior to graduation. 
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Students participating in the Honors Program find that indivi- 
dual instruction as well as colloquial sessions enhances their

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Speech Faculty Members 
Win ‘Outstanding 9 Awards 

Two faculty members in the speech department were 
awarded the titles of the Outstanding Faculty Woman 
and the Professor of the Year for 1 968. 

One of nine candidates chosen by the All Student Coun- 
cil for Professor of the Month, Dan Miller, assistant profes- 
sor of speech, was selected for the yearly title by the 
entire student body. Nominated by various campus or- 
ganizations and chosen by a panel of women students, 
Harriet Ketchum, associate professor of speech, was 
named outstanding Faculty Woman on the basis of per- 
sonality, teaching ability and concern for students. 

Joining the faculty in 1966, five-foot-six-inch Miller was 
to fill the shadow of six-foot-six-inch Jim Costigan as 
debate coach. Costigan is on sabbatical leave. Miller's 
debate teams have an enviable record and for the first 
time in history, FHS hosted two debate tournaments. 

As a result of Miss Ketchum's efforts in 1948, her 
first year at FHS, the campus radio station was begun. 
After only a year in radio instruction, however, Miss 
Ketchum returned to speech and drama where she has 
since remained.

Tiger Offensive Statistics 
Are Proof of Good Year 

Tiger aerial attack, with quarterback Leo Hayden 
throwing, and ends Dennis Spratt and Ken Caywood 
doing the biggest share of the receiving, proved an 
effective weapon in the FHS offensive arsenal during 
1967. 

Four offensive team standards were set — season 
passing yardage was 1,099 yards; 172 passes were 
attempted during the season of which 79 were com- 
pleted; and fewest fumbles in a season with only I I 
dropped. 

Hayden established individual marks for the sea- 
son — his passing yardage was 978. He attempted 
152 passes of which 70 were completed, and season 
scoring passes thrown totaled I I. He also tied rec- 
ords for game passes attempted with 23 in games 
against Southwest Oklahoma State and Omaha Uni- 
versity, and game scoring passes with four against 
Washburn. 

Tiger defense set marks for the lowest season rush- 
ing yardage allowed with only 1,078 yards. 

Spratt tied a record for game scoring passes re- 
ceived with three touchdown receptions in a game 
against Washburn University. The team tied the mark 
for fewest fumbles lost in a season with only seven.

7-3 Record for Season 

Directed by Coach Ed McNeil, the FHS gymnas- 
tics team marked up a season record of seven wins 
and three losses. The Tiger gymnasts participated 
in ten dual meets and hosted the NAIA Gymnastics 
Championships. 

Sam Houston State supplied the Tigers with their 
first victory as the Tigers squeezed by and won by 
less than a point. The next win came more easily as 
the FHS squad snowed under Central Missouri State. 
Nebraska University dished out the first Tiger loss 
in a tough contest at Lincoln, but a home meet with 
Wichita State racked up another Tiger win. 

Boosting their win-loss record to 4-1, the Bengals 
brought down the Mules of Central Missouri State, 
and a double dual at Sam Houston State saw the 
Tigers down both the host team and Odessa (Tex.)

FHS Grapplers End Season 
With 5 Wins and 8 Losses 

Fort Hays State's wrestling squad, coached by Dave 
Winter, finished off the 67-68 season with a record of five 
wins against eight losses in dual meet competition. The 
Bengals began the season with three victories as Southwest 
Missouri State, Central Missouri State and Emporia State 
fell to the Tiger attack. Traveling to Maryville, Mo., for the 
Northwest Missouri State College Tournament, the Tigers 
came out with a tie for sixth place. 

Falling into a slump, the Tigers ran up a long string of 
losses as they dropped their next eight dual meets. Kansas 
State University, Omaha University, Adams (Colo.) State 
College, Northwest Missouri State, Nebraska University and 
Eastern Illinois University pinned losses on the grapplers as 
the season moved toward a close. The last two meets with 
Southeast Missouri State and Kearney (Neb.) State saw the 
Tigers regain their winning form by downing the two teams. 

Seven wrestlers made the journey to Salina to represent 
the Tigers in the Missouri Valley AAU Tournament and 
returned home with a first, a second and three third places. 
The NAIA National Wrestling Championships at Alamosa, 
Colo., saw three Fort Hays State wrestlers, Stormy John- 
son, Leland Tresner and Bill Ramsey, represent the black 
and gold. Johnson captured fifth place in the 137-pound 
weight bracket and Tresner nailed down the sixth spot 
at 145 pounds. Johnson, who compiled I I wins to four losses 
for the season, and Ramsey, who racked up I I wins, five 
losses and a tie, were the only seniors lost from the squad.

Directed by Coach Alex Francis, the Fort Hays 
State track squad made a fine showing during the 
1968 season. Assisting Francis in coaching duties 
were Art Ridgway and graduate assistant Jack Horn. 

John Mason, FHS distance ace, placed high in 
several of the most famous indoor track meets in the 
nation. He took first in the Sugar Bowl mile at New 
Orleans and set a record-breaking 3:47 in the 1,500- 
meter run with the AAU track squad at the Sports 
Palace of Moscow, Russia.

CIC Disbands to Form 
Plains Division of RMAC 

After 40 years of service to Fort Hays State, the 
Central Intercollegiate Conference is to be dis- 
solved, only to be remembered in the record books 
and by the athletes who were a part of it. 

Central Intercollegiate Conference activities be- 
gan in 1928 when the CIC was founded by Emporia 
State, Fort Hays State, Pittsburg State, Washburn 
U., Southwestern College, Wichita University and the 
College of Emporia. In 1933, Washburn withdrew 
from the conference and in 1937 St. Benedict's was 
admitted. The College of Emporia withdrew in 1939 
and a year later Wichita U. followed suit. Washburn 
was readmitted in 1940. Rockhurst College was ad- 
mitted in 1948 and dropped out in 1951. In 1958 
Southwestern withdrew and a year later Omaha was 
admitted. St. Benedict's was the last to withdraw 
in 1963 and the CIC has remained the same up until 
now. 

With the exception of Washburn U. all the schools 
of the CIC will merge with the Rocky Mountain 
Athletic Conference. The newly-organized confer- 
ence will be made up of two divisions — the Moun- 
tain and the Plains Divisions. Making up the Plains 
Division will be Colorado State College, Fort Hays 
State, Kansas State College of Pittsburg, Kansas 
State Teachers College of Emporia, University of 
Nebraska at Omaha, and Southern Colorado State 
College. The Mountain Division will consist of Adams 
State College, College of Southern Utah, Colorado 
School of Mines, Fort Lewis College, New Mexico 
Highlands University, Regis College, Western New 
Mexico University, Western Colorado State College 
and Westminster College at Salt Lake City.

Limited campus 
housing facilities, more freedom with hours, privacy, 
factors of cost and a marriage are a few of these 
reasons.
